Philadelphia—The silver cup for 
the best display of poultry at the 
Sesquicentennial Poultry Show was 
won by the Hon. John S. Martin, 
Ontario Minister of Agriculture.

It is a gross injustice to humanity to say that if 
ther ~ more than another, that enlists very 
much attention, time and effort of the people it is in 
scheming and planning to get something of value for 
nothing. The number of society’s parasites is large but 
the number of honest, hard-working supporting pillars is 
preponderously larger. 


TO SPEAK OR NOT TO SPEAK 


Probably there is no gift more fascinating than 
that of fluent speech. Nor is there any other gift so 
likely to lead its possessor into excesses and indiscre- 
tions An oratorical temperament, coupled with really 

od ability,is a combinition of peculiar possiblities. 
cynic once said that when the Lord gave a man a high 
tenor voice he seldom gave him anything else. By the 
same token a musical speaking voice and extraordinary 
fluency are not always accompanied by studious habits 
and sound judgement. 

Most gifted orators speak too often. No man, not 
even a super man, can go on forever speaking for the 
edification of his hearers Hither he will suffer physical 
breakdown or become a rhetorical parrot. Recently the 
preisdent of a university remarked, as he appeared be- 
fore a convention of some sort or other, “This is my fifth 
speech today.” And the day was but two-thirds gone 
when this confession was made.

Willingdon arrived at the beginning 
of October on the Canadian Pacific 
liner Empress of Scotland. They 
proceeded to Rideau Hall, Ottawa, 
the official residence of the King's 
representative in Canada, The news 
of the appointment of Lord Willing- 
don to the highest representative 
post in Canada has been accorded 
widespread approval both in Canada 
and in the Mother Country, and his 
arrival to Canadian shores has been 
greatly anticipated. That this an- 
ticipation has been mutual was con- 
firmed by Lord Willingdon in an in- 
terview with the Press on board the 
Empress of Scotland, just prior to 
her departure for Canada. @ 

“My experiences in Canada in 
earlier years were exceedingly pleas- 
ant, and I am looking forward with 


very much pleasure to my stay in 
Canada,” Lord Willingdon stated. 
“IT understand that a great part of 
the governor-general’s duties is to 
get about the Dominion and sec the

country for himself, and I am looking 
forward to many opportunities in 
this direction.” 

In 1913 Lord Willingdon was ap- 
pointed Governor of Bombay, an ap- 
pointment which he held until 1919, 
when he was appointed Governor of 
Madras, He returned from India in 
1924, That his tenure of office in 
India was most popular was confirm- 
ed by the Diwan, an official poten- 
tate of the Indian Government who 
has recently been visiting in Canada 
and who opened the National Exhibi- 
tlon at Toronto this fall. The 
Diwan, a former Premier of the Co- 
chin State of Southern India, became 
closely connected with Lord Willing- 
don regarding administrative mat- 
ters. In tribute to Lord Willingdon 
the Diwan stated recently: “I am 
Certain that the Kings new repre 


sentative in Canada will prove very 
popular, His administrative ability 
was very highly regarded throughout 
India. He was Governor of Madras 
when the popular reformed system 
of government, a modified system of 
home rule, was established.” 

London bade a fond farewell to 
this popular English nobleman, when 
they left Waterloo Station for the 
Empress of Scotland, His Majesty 
the King was represented by Vis- 
count Hambleden, Lieut.-Col, L. C, 
Amery, Secretary of State for Do- 
minion Affairs, was present. Premier 
Baldwin was represented by Lt.-Col, 
Sir Ronald Waterhouse. Lady Will- 
ingdon’s suite on board the liner was 
well-nigh smothered with flowers, 
these including a magnificent display 
of carnations sent from Premier

Wainwright Park, In Alberta, An an 
nual surplus of a couple of thousand 
available fo stock 
parks In other parts of the world or 
to be converted to commercial use as 
food. Aside from the Walnwright 
altogether, there ure In three of 
the natlonal parks of Canada herds of 
8,845 buffalo. They equal in number 
those at Wainwright, and, Ike the 
buffalo there, will rapldly increase un- 
these parks, although sanctuarles 
wild animal life of every sort, will 
ere long have to be thrown open to 
the shooting of buffalo within certatn 
numbers, 

The Wainwright 
restricted entirely 
are $L2 elk, 80 moose, 
antelope, and 21 yak, There are 
elk and 200 inoose on Elk 
Moose have increased rapidly in Jas- 
per Park, and ave doing well In Yoho 
and Kootenay Parks. Caribou 
found in Jasper, Glacler and Reyel
